the United States, where they set- 
led in Lorain county, Ohio. Being 
t tamily of considerable wealth, 
Lurdett was given 
an 
excellent 
. iucation and enrolled, while still 
very young in the law school of 
Oberlin 
College 
in Ohio. 
His 
. nool career was marked 
with 
brilliance, and in 1858, he was ad­ 
mitted to the bar. 
Attracted by the opportunities 
in the rapidly expanding Middle 
Wist, he emigrated to Iowa, and 
located in what was 
then 
the 
small frontier town of 
DeWitt. 
Here his ability soon won him re­ 
cognition and a rapidly growing 
clientele. 
However, rising rumors of war 
soon carried all 
other 
interests 
from Burdett’s mind. His sympa­ 
thies were 
with 
the

cause, and he enlisted as a private 
in the First Regiment of the Iowa 
Volunteer Cavalry, 
which

quartered, before being mustered 
out, in the town of Osceola, St.

Like many from the North and 
East, Burdett saw the political and

Osceola where he again took up 
the practice of his profession. At 
this time, sectional strife ran high 
in the State and ill will was car­ 
ried into politics. Burdett, being 
a militant, if not a military poli­

18(55 to 1870, and in 1868, he was 
chosen attorney of the 7th circuit. 
Before the year was out, he was 
sent as a delegate to the Repub­ 
lican National Convention at Chi­ 
cago.

In Congress, a member of the 
Republican party, he voted for a

cried the attitude of the South as

h I in Lorain county, Ohio. Being 
i tamily of considerable wealth, 
i.urdett was given 
an 
excellent 
, .location and enrolled, while still 
very young in the law school of 
Oberlin 
College 
in 
Ohio. 
His 
tiool career was marked 
with 
brilliance, and in 1858, he was ad­ 
mitted to the bar. 
Attracted by the opportunities 
in the rapidly expanding Middle 
We ¡t, he emigrated to Iowa, and 
located in what 
was 
then 
the 
small frontier town of 
Do Witt. 
Here his ability soon won him re­ 
cognition and a 
rapidly growing 
clientele. 
However, rising rumors of war 
soon carried all 
other interests 
from Burdett’s mind. His sympa­ 
thies were 
with 
the 
northern 
cause, and he enlisted as a private 
in the First Regiment of the Iowa 
Volunteer Cavalry, 
which 
was 
quartered, before being mustered 
out. in the town of Osceola, St. 
Clair county, Missouri. 
The 
industry 
and 
ambition 
which had characterized Burdett 
from his earliest years, stood him 
in good stead in the army. His 
promotions from private to cap­ 
tain, then lieutenant, and finally 


assistant provost marshall gener- 1 
al wore rapid. 
Before the close of the war but 
while still in service he was chos­ 
en a presidential 
elector 
from 
Iowa on the Republican ticket of 
Lincoln and Johnson. 
Like many from the North and 
East, Burdett saw the political and 
economic opportunities 
open 
in 
Missouri after the war, 
and 
in 
December, 1885, 
he 
moved 
to 
Osceola where he again took up 
the practice of his profession. At 
this time, sectional strife ran high 
in the State and ill will was car­ 
ried into politics. Burdett, being 
a militant, if not a military poli­ 
tician. ranked high with the Radi­ 
cals, who were in 
power 
from 
1805 to 1870, and in 1808, he was 
chosen attorney of the 7th circuit. 
Before the year was out, he was 
sent as a delegate to the Repub­ 
lican National Convention at Chi­ 
cago.

In Congress, a member of the

candidate for the 
43rd 
session. 
Burdett, in 
1873. 
resumed

practice of law at Osceola. In the J 
ame year, he 
received

pointment as commissioner of the 
general land office at Washington, 
D. C. Here he kept up a desultory 
law practice, but soon retired to 
Glencarlyn; Virginia, 
where 
ne 
spent his last years in the United 
States.

Burdett 
served as commander-in-chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 
Soon afterward, satisfying a life­ 
long wish, he went on a visit to
